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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Elstree  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  19th  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1959. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  serious  significance.  The 
figures  for  Tuberculosis  show  a slight  rise  this  year — 22  new  cases 
compared  with  18,  18,  13,  15  and  15  respectively  in  the  years  1958 
to  1954  inclusive.  These  figures  do  not  include  cases  reported 
from  Shenley  Hospital.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  22  new 
cases,  8 were  members  of  two  families.  There  were  only  5 notifi- 
cations of  persons  under  the  age  of  25  years. 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

One  of  the  problems  confronting  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
that  of  the  elderly  person  living  alone  who  is  unable  to  look  after 
himself  and  unwilling  to  accept  help  from  others. 

Three  such  cases  were  met  during  the  year.  One  was  a widow 
of  70  living  alone  in  a derelict  house,  completely  deaf,  infirm  and 
living  the  life  of  a recluse.  All  efforts  to  persuade  her  to  enter 
hospital  voluntarily  failed  and  it  became  necessary  to  obtain  an 
Order  for  her  removal.  After  a few  weeks  in  hospital,  her  general 
condition  improved  to  such  an  extent  that  she  was  able  to  leave 
hospital  and  she  is  now  leading  a normal  happy  life  as  a tenant  in  a 
new  Council  fiat.  The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  provide  her 
with  two  cooked  dinners  weekly  and  with  daily  visits  from  a Home 
Help,  she  is  able  to  enjoy  life  again. 

The  other  case  was  an  elderly  couple.  The  man  was  persuaded 
to  enter  hospital  voluntarily  and  his  wife  was  cared  for  by  a friend 
outside  the  district. 

It  is,  perhaps,  a tribute  to  our  way  of  life  that  such  cases  are 
encountered  only  rarely,  and  that  when  one  does  arise,  facilities  are 
available  to  deal  with  it.

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for 
their  support  during  the  year  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  officials  generally  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation.

SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

1.  Public  Health  Officers 

One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  Senior,  one  Deputy  and  one  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors  (All  whole-time,  all  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  Meat  and  Food  Inspectors). 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Council’s  housing  accommodation. 

The  General  Purposes  and  Finance  Committee  deal  with  all 
matters  relating  to  Public  Health.  They  meet  on  the  second  Monday 
in  each  month  and  receive  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Peace  Memorial  Hospital,  Watford. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  conveyed  to  the  Coppetts  Wood 
Isolation  Hospital,  Muswell  Hill.  The  ambulance  for  non- 
infectious  cases,  provided  by  the  Herts  County  Council,  is  stationed 
at  the  Fire  Station,  Elstree  Way,  and  is  manned  by  the  Herts 
Ambulance  Brigade  staff.  If  this  service  is  not  available,  ambulances 
are  on  call  from  a pool  controlled  by  the  West  Herts  Divisional 
Control,  St.  Albans. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  Borehamwood  area  has  six  whole-time  Health  Visitors,  three 
District  Nurses  employed  on  general  nursing,  three  midwives  and 
one  nurse  employed  part-time  on  general  nursing.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  following  information  with  respect  to  the  water  supply  of 
the  area  is  given  in  accordance  with  Circular  42/51  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

. 1.  The  water  supply  was  maintained  during  1959  at  a satis- 
factory standard  in  (a)  quality  and  (h)  quantity. 

2.  The  Colne  Valley  Water  Company  are  the  suppliers  and 
have  provided  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the 
sampling  of  the  water  supplies  during  the  year: — 

549  samples  of  raw  water  were  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  were  variable. 

2,323  samples  of  supply  water  were  submitted  to  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 
449  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  variable. 

667  samples  of  supply  water  were  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

3.  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvent. 

4.  Of  the  7,333  houses  in  the  district: — 

(a)  7,329  are  supplied  from  piped  water  mains  direct  to  the 
house. 

(b)  3 by  means  of  standpipes  (Ridge  Parish). 

(c)  1 isolated  house  has  no  piped  water  supply. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

A few  cases  of  minor  pollution  of  streams  were  investigated. 
Several  ponds  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  Insecticide  as  a precaution 
against  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 

Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  about  30  pail  closets  at  out-lying  farms 
and  farm  cottages,  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  served 
by  water-closets ; these,  with  the  exception  of  a few  which  discharge 
into  private  sewage  disposal  systems,  are  connected  to  public 
sewers. 

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  the  whole  of  the  district  by  the 
Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor), and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  site  of  the  dis- 
used sewage  works  at  Medburn  Farm,  Elstree  and  at  Moor  Mills, 
Park  Street,  Nr.  St.  Albans. 

Shops  and  Offices 

Normal  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  these  premises 
during  the  year.  No  statutory  action  was  taken. 
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Swimming  Pools 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Elstree  rural  district. 
Caravan  Sites 

(a)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  in  use  during  1959  was  three. 
All  are  licensed  by  the  Council  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(h)  3 annual  licences  authorising  individual  applicants  to  station 
and  use  moveable  dwellings  were  issued  during  the  year. 

(c)  Estimated  maximum  number  of  caravans  stationed  in  the 
area  at  one  time  including  holders  of  individual  licences  is  120. 
This  would  give  a total  population  living  in  caravans  in  the 
district  of  approximately  320. 

Clean  Air 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air 
[ and  is  a constituent  member  of  the  London  and  Home  Counties 
' Clean  Air  Advisory  Council ; the  Public  Health  Inspector  represents 
the  Hertfordshire  Local  Authorities  on  the  Executive  Committee 
j of  the  Advisory  Council. 

1 The  Council’s  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  1 was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  December,  1959 
and  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  September,  1960. 

The  area  comprises  260  acres  and  contains  over  1,500  houses, 

I 40  factories,  2 schools  and  several  other  buildings.  Situated  in  the 
south-east  part  of  the  district,  between  the  Barnet  By  Pass  and 
Manor  Way,  the  area  adjoins  the  Barnet  Urban  District  Smoke 
I Control  Area  No.  1 . 

There  has  been  excellent  support  for  this  proposed  improvement, 
from  industrialists,  householders,  fuel  suppliers  and  others  con- 
cerned and  it  is  hoped  that  the  area  may  be  extended  to  include 
j other  parts  of  the  district  in  future  years. 

1 Rodent  Control 

One  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  part-time  on  this  work 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  During 
the  year,  investigation  was  carried  out  at  225  properties  for  the 
purposes  of  rodent  control;  of  these,  137  were  found  to  be  infested 
: with  rats  and  49  infested  with  mice.  These  were  subsequently 
i treated  by  the  local  authority. 

j The  Couneil  operate  a free  service  for  domestic  premises  but 
! a charge  is  made  for  rodent  control  treatment  carried  out  to  business 
and  other  premises.
